Cleveland, Ohio, June 24.—A new 
party from the ground up is the Roose- 
velt program. After a series of dis- 
cussions with his lieutenants today 
fore leaving Chicago, in which there 
were several sharp clashes, Colonel 
Roosevelt decided to cut entirely away 
from the party with which his whole 
public career has been identified 

His decision was a disappointment 
to those who favored the organization 
of what might be considered an inde- 
pendent republican party 
various state organizations might co- 
opefate and stil] maintain, it was 
hoped, a nominal regularity. 

“There must be no compromise, no 
straddle,” Colonel Roosevelt said, As 
an idication of his determination he 
gaid that when he returned to Oyster 
Bay he would communicate with a 
number of democrats, who he thought 
might wish to join the new. party. 

When he had left Chicago with the 
first plans completed, Colonel Roose- 
velt expressed himeelf as pleased with 
the outcome of the convention week, 
although it was unexpected to him. 
He said the way in which his action 
had been received was encouraging 
and he had.a mass. of letters and tele- 
grams from all parts of the country 
from both democrats and republicans 


offering support. 
Could Have Had G. O. P. Nomination. 

The republican nomination for pres- 

ident, Colonel Roosevelt asserted to- 
night, was his for the asking on the 
day that President Taft was renomi- 
nated. He declined to accept it, he 
gaid, on the terms under which the of- 
fer was made. 
. On his way hack to Oyster Bay the 
former president gave a glimpse into 
the secret history of\the last day of 
the convention when it was apparent 
the tide of battle had turned resist- 
lessly against him. It was a plan to 
seize control of the convention at the 
last moment by a sudden move, over- 
turn the Taft majority and make 
Roosevelt the nominee. 

This is the story as he told it: 

Early Saturday morning a group of 
delegates from southern states ar- 
ranged a private interview with Col- 
onel Roosevelt. They told him they 
had come to offer him the nomination. 
They had with them a list of the 
known Roosevelt delegates and stated 
that they were authorized to speak 
for a block of Taft delegates who were 
willing to swing over to Roosevelt 
‘to avert a rupture in the varty. The 
number of these delegate:, they as- 
sured Colonel Roosevelt, was large 
enough to nominate him or any other 
candidate he might name. 

He Spurned the Conditions, 

One provision was made, Colonel 
Roosevelt continued. It was that he 
must accept the nomination from the 
convention as then composed and. not 
insist upon ftemoval of the 78 delegates 
whom he contended were fraudulent

SOME OF THE CANDIDATES

Baltimore, June 24.—The democratic 
convention will get under way tomor- 
row with seven avowed presidential 
aspirants in the field, no one of them 
instructed or 
Pledged to carry them near the two- 
thirds vote required to nominate—728. 
It had been expected by many politi- 
observers that during the two 
weeks preceding the convention some of 
the aspirants might form a coalition, 
but no such thing has occurred and 
this fact, Mr. Bryan's friends declare, 
augurs well for him. Mr. Bryan will 
have his opportunity to speak before 
the convention towards its close and 
some of the presidential boomers here 
plainly are nervous as to the effect he 
might have, 

If he loses as temporary chairman of 
the convention, Mr. Bryan is slated by 


his state delegation for the committee 
on resolutions and

would have a leading part in framing}

the party platform and would present 


it in person the convention just 
prior to calling the roll of states for 
presidential nominations. 

The Seven Avowed Candidates. 
The seven avowed presidential 
pirants are Governor Woodrow Wilson, 
of New Jersey; Speaker Champ Clark, 
of Missouri; Representative Oscar W.

The sharp 
contest between Mr. Bryan and the 
majority of the national committee 
over the selection of Judge Parker as 
temporary chairman has overshadowed 
everything else. 

Creating Noise and Enthusiasm. 

Those in charge of the various candi- 
dacicg are doing all in their power, 
however, to create noise and enthusi-

asm for their principals. In contrast} 
to the methods of the Chicago conven-| 
tion, the statements put out merely 
extol the respective candidates without 
casting aspersions on the others. Prin- 
cipal compaigning is in the way of 
distributing copies of the “houn’ dawe”’ 
song, hats stamped with the candidates’ 
names, banners and posters and all 
manner of contrivances. 

Song clubs*have Leen imported to 
sing of the famous Ozark hound—the 
battle cry of the Clark forces—while 
others ‘are rendering selections ex- 
tolling the virtues of Wilson, Bryan 
and other candidates. There are plenty 
of bands and marching clubs in town, 
too, and in many of its aspects and 
spectacular features, the convention 
resembles some of the old-time po- 
litical gatherings. Good nature seems 
every where apparent despite the 
crowded conditions that have confront- 
ed many delegates and visitors.

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EVERY HOUR ADDS 
TO TOLL OF DEATH 


Seventeen Bodies Recovered 
From the River and Many 
More Are Missing. 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 24.—Every hour 
today added‘to the toll of dead in last 
night's accident at Eagle park, Grand 
island, when 50 feet of an. excursion 
dock collapsed and dropped 100 per- 
sons into the Niggara river. The sem'- 
darkness, the 10-mile current of the 
river at that point and the confusion 
served to cover up for a time the fil 
extent of the catastrophe. Up to night- 
fall seventeen bodies had been recov- 
ered and identified and there was a 
list of eleven more who were Known 
to have been at the park and had not 
yet been accounted for. 

There was considerable 
Bagle park after the accident. Em- 
ployees of the place refused to lend 
any aid to Dr. Stacker, the deputy 
medical examiner, in’ his efforts ¢t9 
recover bocties, and his investigations 
were hampered by drunken men. N» 
representative of the sheriff appeare1, 
and Dr. Stocker finally ordered that 
ell bodies be sent to Buffalo as rapidly 
@s recovered. 

The accident has brought out strik- 
ingly the entire absence of dock in- 
spection. Federal authorities deny any 
responsibility in this respect stating 
that their duty ends with steamboat 
inspection. There is no county official 
charged with the responsibility of see- 
ing that the docks of the river resorts 
@re in proper condition.

AMERICANS HELD; 
CASH DEMANDED 


Drink-Crazed Mexican Rebels 
Rob Americans at Point 
of Pistols. 


El Paso, Texas, June 24.—Seventen 
Americans i{n Velardena, fifty miles 
west of Torreon, Mexico, and about 300 
miles south of the American border, 
recently lined up against a barn while 
a half dozen drink-crazed rebels brand- 
ished six-shooters in their faces and 
threatened summary execution unless 
a million dollars ransom was forth- 
coming. The rebels abandoned their 
orgy, when $3,500 in gold was paid 
them. 

This incident, one of a series of 
atrocities committed by the Mexican 
revolutionists under General Campa 
and Argumedo in the vicinity of Tor- 
reon, Was first mude public by a party 
of witnesses to the 
the interior, who arrived here 
Americans, they said, had 
consequences of a revelation of their 
treatment through official channels and 
only with the routing of columns un- 
der Generals Campa and Argumedo, 
after nearly two months of depreda- 
tions, have the facts begun to come to 
to light. Campa reached the city 
of Chihuahua with 600 men out of a 
force of 3,000 men, because involved 
in a quarrel with General Pascual 
Orozco, and was jailed. General Argu- 
medo, however, with about 1,800 men 
is now ravaging the state of Durango, 
pursued by the federal commander, 
General Blaquet. 

Argumedo, it is said, is attempting 
tu cut his way southward to form 4 
junction with the Zapatistas in the ex- 
treme south of Mexico. 

At Velardena forty federal volun- 
teers captured by General Campa were 
executed in small squads. Rebel offi- 
cers vied with one another for the 
privilege of conducting the executions. 
One of the pitiful sights was the kill- 
ing of a federal volunteer, about 65 
years old, by a rebel soldier hardly 
eut of his teens. . 

A man arriving here today told of, 
finding near Torreon seven bodies hor-, 
ribiv disfigured and mutilated. One| 
of them was a woman. This act is 
charged to the federal forces.

LABOR LEADERS 
DECLARED GUILTY 


| Gompers, Morrison and Mitch- 
ell Face Prison Terms 
for Contempt. 


On Oe we ee ewe 


Washington, June 24.—Samuel Gom- 
pers, Frank Morrison and John Mitch- 
ell, the labor leaders, were today held 
‘guilty of contempt of court by the su- 
;preme court of the District of Colum- 
bia, in connection with the court's in- 
junction in the Buck Stove and Range 
‘boycott case, Tkey will attempt to 
'eppeal again to the supreme court of 
‘the United States, which reversed their 
former convention. 

Justice Wright sentenced Gompers 
to one year, the same as upon his 
previous conviction, but sentenced 
Morrison to six months. Morrison's 
sentence under the first conviction was 
nine months. John Mitchell was not 
present and sentence upon him was 
deferred. His first sentence was six 
months. 

Bondsmen were on hand and at- 
torneys for the labor men gave notice 
of an intention to file an appeal to 
have the supreme court review the 
judgment. 

In its previous review of the case 
the supreme court reversed the con- 
viction on the ground that the con- 
tempt proceedings hag been improper- 
ly instituted. New proceedings were 
at once begun. The sentences under 
the first conviction were Gompers, 
one year; Morrison, nine months; 
Mitchell, six months. 

The charge was that the three men 
as officers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, through the organiza- 
tion's official publication, had disre- 
garded Justice Gould's injunction 
against the publication of the Buck's 
Stove anq Range Company's name in 
its “boycott list.” 


After Gompers had been sentenced 
he attacked the decision. declaring 
that while “Justice Wright lives in 
our time his decisions and sentences 
disclose a mental concept of more than 
two centuries ago, when the workman 
was either a slave or a seff. 

“Information just came to me that 
the decision was completed more than 
a month ago, but withheld until after 
the close of the Chicago republican 
national convention. If true, the in- 
ference is obvious.” 

In passing sentence 
Gompers, the court said: 

“For the ringleader and chief offend- 
er, the duty of the court, to be ascer- 
tained by its obligations to administer 
the justice of the land, ‘without respect 
to persons, requires it in determining 
a penalty appropriate. for this, the 
most dangerous and destructive of con- 
tempts, at least to parallel the extreme 
penalty which is fixed by good prece- 
dents.”’ 

After a lengthy recital of the func- 
tions of the law and judicial power, 
the opinion concludes: 

“The evidence shows for these re- 
spondents an assiduous and persistent 
effort to undermine the supremacy of 
the law by undertaking insidiously to 
destroy the confidence of the people in 
the integrity of the tribunals which 
maintain it by inoculating the minds 
of their followers and the people with: 
a virus of mischievous falsehood and 
misrepresentation concerning the court 
and judges, seeking and hopeful that 
the supp@rt of the people might be 
withdrawn from these tribunals, and 
by this means their power undone, 
their judgment rendered valueless and 
forceless, 

“The defendants are here 
court bar to answer; they 
afforded full opportunity to hear the 
evidence against them, and to say 
what, if any, reasons can exist against 
their punishment. Every part of their 
punishment; every part of their re- 
sponse, for they offer no defense, is 
measured by the words of their leader. 
Gompers: ‘The things I am charged 
with, I did. Go to with your in- 
junctions.’ ”

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SIX PERSONS SHOT 
IN A STRIKE RIOT 


Deputies From Behind a Stack- 
ade Fire on Unarmed 
Mob. 
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Hastings-on-the-Hudson, N. Y., June 
24.—One man is probably fatally hurt 
and five other persons, including a 
woman, lie seriously injured tonight, 
victims of renewed hostilities this aft- 
ernoon in the strike declared about 
ten days ago at the plant of the Na- 
tional Conduit and Cable Company. 

P. Stilleck has a bullet in his stom- 
ach. He was operated on, and is not 
expected to recover. Michael Rocco was 
shot in the right leg, and Tony Reo in 
the left arm. Mrs. Tony Crazchi was 
shot through the abdomen. An uni- 
dentified man was operated upon for a 
bullet wound in the left shoulder. 
Michael Zithizl, a boy, was shot in the 
left leg. 

The trouble took place after the 
company announced it would take back 
those of the men who wished to re- 
sume work at. the old wage scale. 
About 600 accepted the offer and took 
their places this morning. This after- 
noon, on. their return from lunch, they 
were attacked by a mob. 

A stockade was built around the 
works shortly after the strike was first 
called. Behind this fence the men who 
resumed work took shelter when at- 
tacked today. Included in the guard at 
the stockade were fifty armed deputies. 
Some among the defensive force open- 
ed fire on the mob, .which was driven 
off. None of the mob members was 
armed. The four injured men and the 
woman were rushed to a hospital in

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TODAY AT BALTIMORE. 

The democratic party today begins the writing, at Baltimore, 
of what promises to be the most constructive chapter in its post- 
bellum history and among the foremost chapters in the history of 
our common country. eet 

Every opportunity and every element conspire to make the 
convention of critical significance to the organization and to 
America. 

Spasmodic talk of dissension and divergence is of importance 
only as it indicates the intense vitality to which the humblest 
member of the party is a contributor. 

Dissension and divergence were present at Chicago. But they 
were of that kind that breeds disaster of an irreparable nature. 

Their counterparts at Baltimore are not, for a moment, to be 
considered in the same catagory. 

In the Chicago city the counsels were those of destruction and 
defeat foreordained. 

In the Maryland city the differences of viewpoint are healthy 
and their final issue will be one of a creative character. 

There will be lively tilts on the floor of the convention, wars 
and rumors of wars in the hall, the committee rooms and the hotel 
lobbies. 

But when the last shot shall have been fired, and the smoke 
blown away, it will be a united democracy that presents its battle- 
line, under whatever leader, to the twin-enemies of the republican 
party and its hybrid product. 

The course of the party in congress during the past two years 
is an accurate prophecy of what may be expected during and after 
the convention, 

One would be dull to deny that during these two years there 
have been antagonisms and divergencies in plenty among the 
majority in the house. 

With not an exception each has; in turn, yielded to the genius 
and instinct for harmony and concerted action that appear to have 
fallen from the republicans and settled instead upon the democrats. 

So, then, whatever bickering and fencing develop: between rival 
democratic partisans will be threshed out in the convention. 

When the party emerges from its deliberations, wrangling 
and strife will have been adequately subordinated to the, general 
welfare, and the “regular” and the “rump” republicans will find 
themselves contending with an opponent in whose camp is no sug- 
gestion of mutiny. 

Already pre-convention advices indicate that the tariff is to be 
the paramount issue. That earnest of sanity holding, the party is 
pre-eminently equipped for victory. For its tariff record is without 
blemish and the country now realizes its faith in democracy has 
not been a vain one. 

In a sense not remotely approached in many decades, the current 
convention is to be strictly non-geographical, in that the south, as 
well as every other portion of the country, enters the hall with the 
party on notice that it expects to receive and exercise its full 
national political rights, without bias or prejudice, without reference 
to the shadowy ghosts of the civil war, 

Each convention this year makes history to a remarkable 
degree. It is likely that the emphasis inclines to democracy—for 


from each party compass-point the outlook is one of victory. 
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MR. BRITTAIN’S RECORD. 


Among the most significant reports of state officials to be sub- 
mitted to the impending general assembly ts that of Superintendent 
of State Education M. L. Brittain, who has now for nearly two 
years discharged the duties of that vital position. 

Appointed by Governor Brown July 1, 1910, to fill the unex- 
pired term of Jere M. Pound, Superintendent Brittain was indorsed 
almost immediately thereafter in the state primary by a majority 
of 86,000, about the largest ever given a statehouse officer. 

He was later characterized by the Georgia Educational Asso- 
ciation as “the peer of any state school superintendent in America.” 


When .one considers the breadth and depth of educational 
talent in this country, the encomium is a high one. — It is deserved. 
In that the statement may be made without a tincture of exagger- 
ation, Georgia may Well pride itself. For it is to be questioned if 
the office of chief executive itself exceeds in importance that one 
held by Superintendent Brittain. 

The governor concerns himself with affairs of state and must 
be vigilant in upholding the constitution and enforcing law and 
order. But to the man who presides over the educational depart- 
‘ment is given the mission of casting and keeping in proper chan- 
nels the forces that mold the minds and determine the characters 
of the Georgians who shall tomorrow hold sovereignty in this state. 


Superintendent Brittain has well safeguarded :the trust. His 
tact and executive ability is and has been omnipresent. The pas- 
sage of new school laws brought before him the adjudication of 
many delicate legal questions. In each case his decision has gone 
unreversed. 

He has been especially active in personalty preparing and super- 
vising constructive departmental literature, calculated to introduce 
into the common schools of Georgia just those influences needed 
at this critical stage, in the state's forward march. Magazines of 
the standing of World’s Work have commended editorially many 
of the superintendent's health talks, and school architecture for 
teachers, to cite merely two examples. The latter of these two 
pamphlets was republished in its entirety by two different states 
for the use of their schools. On the personal side, Superintendent 
Brittain has impressed his inspiring individuality upon local edu- 
cators by visiting practically every county in the state for con- 
ferences and addresses. 

A man of his activity, devotion and versatility is an asset to 
the state.

London, June 24.—Field Marshal Sir 
George Stuart White, governor of 
Chelsea hospital, London's home for

}enth year. 


| Sir George White, who was an Irish- 
man, went throught the terrible hard- 
ships of the Indian mutiny in 1867 as 
a young officer.

;he made his fame and won the rare 
| distinction of the Victoria cross “for 
| valor.” At the battle of Charasiah sae 
lled two companies of his regiment, the 
| Gordon Highlanders, up a steep moun- 
jtain to attack the strongly posted 
‘Afghan fanatics. When his men hali- 
'ed, exhausted, he seized a rifle, ad- 
|} Vanced alone and shot the Afghan gen- 
‘eral dead 

He accompanied Lord Roberts on nis 
‘march to Gandahar, and in the final 
'charge he rode straight up to the muz- 
zles of the Afghans’ cannon, captured 
one with his own hands and assured 
the British victory. He afterwards 
Participated in the Soudanese expedi- 
tion in 1885 for the relief of General 
Gordon and in the same year in the 
Burmese war. In 1897, when he was 
commander-in-chief of Natal, he de- 
fended Ladysmith against the Boer 
besiegers for 119 days. After the Boer 
war he was appointed governor of the 
fortress of Gibraltar.

GOVERNOR WILL NOT PREVENT - 
JOHNSON-FLYNN PRIZE FIGHT 


Sante Fe, N. M., June 24.—There 
will be no interference with the John- 
son-Flynn battle for the world’s 
heavyweight championship at Las Ve- 
gas, July 4, by Governor McDonald, 
provided the céunty and city authori- 
tiles “enforce strictly the state laws,” 
for suppression of public gambling. 

This was made plain in‘an official 
Statement issued by Governor McDon-

ald tonight. But should the civil au- 
thorities fail to enforce the laws, the 
governor declares that “all the power 
that possibly can be brought into use 
will be directed to destroy the evil and 
vice attendant upon the gathering.”
